With United States warships 
and bombers hot on the heels of

The m erchan t m ust try to determ in e w h at thin gs 
he sold in March are m ost sim ilar to those he has in 
May , an d fix prices accordin gly .

Un der our setup, each m erch an t has his 
own price ceilin g for every article in stock. 
The 
price charged n ex t door has n othin g to do w ith the 
m atter. 
If we rem em ber buy in g a certain bran d of cof­ 
fee for 27 cen ts, an d the grocer asks us 31, we 
should he very certain th a t the lower price w as 
n ot at some other store before we accuse him of 
violatin g price con trol rules. 
Leon Hen derson , who is n ot given to over-pa- 
ticn ce with violation s, has em phasized the en orm ity 
of the task an d the n eed for patien ce, un d erstan d ­ 
in g an d co-operation . 
This does n ot m ean we should perm it chiselin g. 
It m ean s ra th e r we should m ake sure w« are right 
before wc cause trouble. 
Let's give both the m erchan ts an d the Office 
of Price Con trol a fair chan ce to do as w-ell as they 
can , w ith w ages an d farm products left to run wild.
